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CONGESTION at Harlow’s 
worst rush-hour traffic hot¬ 
spot could be wiped out 
after the Government gave 
its support for a £5.6m 
scheme to improve a stretch 
of one of the town’s major 
roads. 

A bid for funding to widen 
the A414 between the Mil 
roundabout at Hastingwood 
and the junction with Southern 
Way has been agreed in princi¬ 
ple by ministers. 

It will solve a notorious traffic 
bottleneck at one of the town’s 
gateways and comes just two 
weeks after ministers indicated 
they were looking favourably upon 
long-term plans to build a new 
relief road and extra motoway 
junction between the current junc¬ 
tions 7 and 8. 

It is believed this would take 
thousands of cars a day off 
Harlow’s already-busy road net¬ 
work. 

Work on this smaller measure 
could start as soon as next year if 
the Government is satisfied with 
the “business case” for the scheme 
which will now be drawn up by 
Essex County Council. 

In addition, the Government is 
backing an extension of the First 
Avenue bus lane - currently under 
construction between Velizy 
Avenue and Howard Way - to Old

Harlow. This scheme, which is also 
subject to a satisfactory business 
case being prepared, will include 
new cycle lanes, improved pedes¬ 
trian facilities and high-tech bus 
stops with real-time passenger 
information. 

Norman Hume, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
highways, said of the Harlow pro¬ 
posals: “They have very strong 
business cases and significant 
local support. The cases will now 
be prepared to be ready for sub¬ 
mission in the autumn and we are 
confident we will receive this vital 
funding next year.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who 
lobbied ministerial colleagues in 
favour of the schemes, said they 
would provide vital infrastructure 
support for the 16,000 new homes 
planned for Harlow over the next 
13 years. 

“I have always argued that we 
need more housing in this area but 
that any new housing must be sup¬ 
ported by essential community 
infrastructure,” he said. 

“The works to extend the dual 
carriageway from the Mil to the 
Southern Way roundabout will 
greatly reduce congestion at peak 
times and will support the 
Pinnacles as a major employment 
site.”

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Council leader to follow up allotment probe 


CASH-strapped Harlow Council 
could be missing out on thou¬ 
sands of pounds in potential rev¬ 
enue because of delays in letting 
out allotments. 

A Star investigation has 
revealed that hard-pressed resi¬ 
dents who wish to mitigate soar¬ 
ing food prices and do their bit 
for the environment by taking on 
an allotment are potentially 
being denied the opportunity for 
weeks on end - despite well over 
100 plots laying dormant 
throughout the town. 

Since 2006, when many coun¬ 
cil services were outsourced, 
contractor Kier Harlow has been 
responsible for administering 
half of Harlow’s 941 allotment 


plots, spread across 17 sites. 

In official reports to the coun¬ 
cil, Kier claims to turn around 
applications for plots within 20 
days, with an aim to get this 
down to 15 days by next year. 

However, a Star reporter, who 
applied for a plot more than six 
weeks ago, was told by operators 
at Contact Harlow that the appli¬ 
cation was stuck in a waiting list. 

This was despite our reporter 
naming Old Harlow’s Chipping- 
field site - where there are cur¬ 
rently six vacant plots - as his 
preferred location. 

This was then followed up 
with a written response, along 
with a reference number, stating: 
“Your application has been 


passed to the allotments officer.” 

However, a spokesman for the 
council admitted this week that 
since Kier took over responsibil¬ 
ity for allotments, no allotments 
officer is employed at the Civic 
Centre. 

If all applications for renting 
vacant allotment plots - about 
170 at present - are similarly 
treated by Kier Harlow, public 
coffers could be losing out to the 
tune of £3,050 every year. 

The council spokesman said: 
“In Chippingfield there are cur¬ 
rently 47 plots, of which 40 are 
tenanted. Six are vacant and one 
is classed as void as it is over¬ 
grown with brambles. 

“Occupancy is 85 per cent, 


which is the town-wide average. 
Take-up at the site has improved 
dramatically in the last few years 
and this was highlighted when 
the council recently won the 
National Society of Allotments 
and Leisure Gardeners Waterlow 
Trophy.” 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson (Conservative) said he 
was concerned by the Star’s 
findings and will be asking “seri¬ 
ous questions”. 

“This isn’t just about the rev¬ 
enue, as it’s fairly minimal in the 
scale of things, but it’s about 
service and if someone wants an 
allotment they should expect to 
be given one as quickly as possi¬ 
ble,” he said. 


Brother's kidney 
a second chance

A BRAVE midwife who remained 
committed to her work despite 
needing a kidney transplant has 
won her battle against renal fail¬ 
ure thanks to her brother.

“I 
feel so much better in myself already and 
can now look forward to living a normal life 
again. 

“He had always promised to help me out 
in any way he could, but I couldn’t have 
asked for more than this. I’m just on a high 
at the moment!” 

Mr Norton, who currently lives and 
works in Germany after being raised in 
Harlow, added: “I just hope that this will 
encourage more donors to step forward and 
help out their loved ones when they need it 
the most.

Uni campus late 
but still coming 


PLANS for a £10m university 
campus in Harlow appear to have 
been resurrected - after 30 
months of inaction. 

In March 2006, Harlow College had 
confirmation of funding for Anglia 
Ruskin University to invest in higher 
education on the site and construct a 
brand new building. 

But more than two years later the propos¬ 
als are still in the embryonic stage, with no 
official drawings even submitted.

And Anglia Ruskin stated: “The intention

However, Mr Ellerby’s successor Colin 
Hindmarch this week admitted he and the 
college’s corporation had stalled the plans 
because they were concerned that a new 
stand-alone building would be unsuitable for 
the site. 

“There have been several ideas about 
where to put a stand-alone building but these 
were not acceptable to the corporation, and 
the corporation has to look after the best 
interests of the corporation,” he said. 

A source close to the negotiations told the 
Star there was frustration at the hold-ups and 
blamed the turbulent 18-months of Mr 
Hindmarch’s leadership at the college. 

However, meetings between the college, 
Harlow MP and minister for lifelong learn¬ 


ing Bill Rammell and the university have 
taken place and a new plan for an announce¬ 
ment is promised soon concerning the details 
of an Anglia Ruskin facility to be integrated 
into a new college building. 

Anglia Ruskin vice chancellor Professor 
Michael Thorne told the Star on Monday: 
“We have spent the last few months identify¬ 
ing the best site for a new University Centre 
in Harlow. 

“We have now decided that the ideal loca¬ 
tion is the Harlow College site. The funding 
is in place and we are now in the process of 
designing the building, for student in-take 
September 2010.” 

Mr Rammell said Tuesday: “I have 
pressed extremely strongly to get a higher 
education presence in Harlow. 

“Preparations for the new campus have 
taken time but it’s the case it is now going 
forward.”

Crises invented by 
these amateurs 

SIR, No sooner had the Tories assumed 
office than councillors Johnson and Carter 
allegedly discovered a massive £10m ‘black 
hole’ under the mattress (Star, July 3). 

And now, desperate to maintain a crisis 
momentum, more ‘disasters’ loom! (“Fresh 
woe in council crisis”, Star, July 24). They 
were even driven to dredge up preparations 
for an excellent project in the ’90s to build a 
bridge over Velizy Avenue, in partnership 
with Essex County Council and the college. 

It foundered at the 11th hour, through no 
fault of the council! 

A series of shortfalls were outlined, some 
apparently plucked out of the air, others 
overtly managed. Throughout, Tories have: 

# ignored actions taken to resolve potential 
shortfalls and quantification of risks; 

# hysterically blown up ambitious over¬ 
programming into a major crisis, rather than 
the normal ‘wish-lists’ to be modified as and 
when necessary; 

# treated delays in asset disposal as unique 
to the previous administration, when up and 
down the country, councils - and families - 
are adjusting budgets when grappling with 
similar economic pressures, including 
escalating energy costs. 

For example, all Tories have commented on a 
£2.4m gap, contributing to the alleged £10m 
black hole. They entirely ignored all 
remedial actions, often very painful, taken in 
public to bridge the gap. They also identified 
a ‘gaping £4m potential hole’ in ’08/9 in the 
non-housing capital programme. There was 
no such hole, just an over-programming by 
£83k. Priorities changed. 

Simon Carter claimed there was panic 
raiding of reserves in January. No such 
raiding took place. Specific reserves were 
used to pay for redundancy costs incurred 
when the swimming pool closed. 

The chief financial officer has a statutory 
duty to report in public on the adequacy of 
reserves. He regarded them as perfectly 
acceptable at the end of the financial year. 

It’s very clear that the chief financial officer 
was not directly consulted before rushing off 
to print. He’s an independent officer, charged 
with overall stewardship of the budget. It’s 
not in his interests - or Harlow residents - to 
bury a £10m shortfall. He has a statutory 
duty to report any unlawful deficiency to the 
executive and every councillor. No such 
report exists. 

Repeatedly, Tories imply that an illegal 
budget has been set. That is absolutely not 
the case. Indeed, the Government would have 
taken over our finances if it were! 

They were forced to admit as much recently 
and also that it would be illegal for capital 
accounts to be in the red at the end of a 
financial year. Sir Tory Galahad rushed to 
the rescue and ensured the housing capital 
programme exactly balanced. He did not 
point out that various solutions had already 
been identified under the previous 
administration. 


This one-sided and extreme version remains 
totally silent about measures taken in public, 
with Tories present, to remedy each problem 
and balance the books. 

We very much fear that the reason for such 
distortions is to pave the way for devastating 
cuts in services. Wholesale privatisation 
looms large, greatly affecting the quality of 
life of our residents. And if so, yes, the 
Labour group will certainly accuse the Tories 
of selling off the family silver! 

Meanwhile, save us from amateur treasurers 
who confuse accounts and invent crises!

Smashed glass in 
tots' paddle pool 


CHILDREN were left dis¬ 
appointed and parents 
and council chiefs furious 
after a paddling pool and 
play area in Old Harlow 
were targeted by yobs. 

The Norman Booth pad¬ 
dling pool in Mulberry Green 
had to be closed for a day after 
broken glass was found in the 
water. 

It is believed the mess was 
caused the previous evening by 
youths who regularly hang around 
the pool. At times groups of up to 
40 have been seen gathering in the 
play area. 

As a result, dozens of young 
children were prevented from 
using the the paddling pool on 
Thursday when they were turned 
away by Harlow Council staff. 

Mum Charlie Ramnani and chil¬ 
dren Matilda (5) and Max (3) were 
among those left disappointed 

“The place was in a disgusting 
state,” she said. “They emptied all 
the rubbish bins into the pool, there 
were beer cans and bottles all over 
the place and they smashed loads 
of glass making it dangerous. 

“These people have got no 
respect for anyone else. It’s about 
time the parents of these youths 
started exercising some control 
over them.” 

Another mum, writing on the

Star’s website, said: “We were at 
this pool last week and my daugh¬ 
ter trod on a shard of glass. Luckily 
she got it out and even though the 
pool attendants aren’t trained first 
aiders they were very helpful and 
did explain that although they 
sweep up the big bits of glass they 
see they can’t get all the small 
bits.” 

A council spokesman said the 
pool had to be drained and cleaned. 
It was back in use on Friday. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson 
said: “We are trying to provide 
facilities for people to enjoy so for 
the paddling pool to have to close 
for a day because of these mindless 
acts is very frustrating for the com¬ 
munity. Every time this happens it 
costs taxpayers money as the mess 
has to be cleaned up and the water 
emptied and refilled to ensure 
health and safety standards are 
maintained.” 

He added: “The pools are 
staffed during the day but we don’t 
have the resources to provide 24- 
hour security. However, where pos¬ 
sible, patrols in the evening are car¬ 
ried out by council staff. 

“I would urge people to report 
any vandalism to community facil¬ 
ities to the police.” 



Safety group to 
examine town's 
drink problems 

ALCOHOL-related crime is to be 
targeted in a bid to curb drunken 
disorder in Harlow. 

The Safer Harlow Partnership has 
identified tackling drunkeness as 
one of its top priorities and has 
asked West Essex Primary Care 
Trust to conduct an audit of accident 
and emergency cases to assess the 
number of alcohol-related incidents 
occurring in the town. 

For a 12-week period everyone over 
the age of 16 attending accident and 
emergency will be asked to complete 
a questionnaire which will determine 
whether alcohol was in any way to 
blame for their injuries. 

But Louise Brown, health 
improvement specialist at West 
Essex PCT, played down any fears 
that alcohol-fuelled crime was on the 
increase in Harlow. 

“This project was by no means 
initiated because it is anticipated that 
Harlow has an increasing problem 
relating to alcohol consumption and 
assault but rather to determine the 
current situation in Harlow and 
further develop strategies to reduce 
the problem if required,” she said. 
Safer Harlow Partnership chairman 
Malcolm Morley added: “The West 
Essex PCT, along with its partners, 
is working to develop targets for the 
Partnership to meet over the next 
three years to seek to tackle the 
causes of crime and to drive local 
crime rates even lower.”

£1 m upgrade 
sta rts at A&E 



A MAJOR extension to the 
accident and emergency 
department at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
has got under way. 

Work began this week on the 
£lm redevelopment, which it is 
hoped will cut waiting times and 
delays for the increasing num¬ 
bers of patients using the 
Hamstel Road hospital. 

Originally opened in the mid- 
1990s, the design of the existing 
casualty department was heavily 
influenced by its staff and its layout 
has been praised over the years. 

But a marked rise in the number 
of people using its services has made 
the expansion work necessary - in 
2007-08, 86,000 attendances were 
recorded, an increase of 5,000 on the 
year before. 

The work, expected to take until

the end of the year, will create a new 
entrance and reception area, new 
treatment cubicles, a redecorated 
waiting room and an improved chil¬ 
dren’s area. 

The department will continue to 
operate 24-hours-a-day throughout 
the works, although patients have 
been warned to expect some disrup¬ 
tion. 

Jim Mcleish, associate director for 
emergency at the PAH NHS Trust, 
said: “This development is part of a 
wider strategy that is looking at how 
urgent care is provided across Essex 
and Hertfordshire. We have recog¬ 
nised that the increase in demand is 
placing additional pressure on the 
system and are anticipating the extra 


capacity will help us to ease things.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell added: 
“This work is a demonstration of the 
huge extra investment going into the 
NHS, which has led to reduced wait¬ 
ing times and improved patient 
care.” 

# NEW arrangements for patients 
requiring specialist ear, nose and 
throat surgery means some will now 
be treated in Chelmsford instead of 
Harlow. 

Following the creation of a new 
‘centre of expertise’ at Broomfield 
Hospital, patients who need to stay 
in hospital for more than 23 hours 
and those in need of urgent attention 
will be sent there. 

Day surgery cases and out¬ 
patients will continue to be dealt 
with at the PAH. The change, which 
takes effect from this week, is part of 
a wider move towards centralisation 
of head and neck services in Essex.

Two appear in court 
on Kerry murder rap 


TWO people have appeared in 
court charged with the murder of 
Kerry Youngs in an arson attack. 

The pair, who both come from 
Harlow but cannot be named for 
legal reasons, were remanded in 
custody on Thursday pending an 
appearance at Chelmsford 
Crown Court tomorrow (Friday) 
when they will also answer 
charges of causing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm with intent and arson 
with intent to endanger life. 

Three other people - a man 
from Woodford Green and two 
Harlow females - who were 
arrested in connection with the 
incident also appeared before 
magistrates accused of conspira¬ 


cy to pervert the course of jus¬ 
tice. They were released on con¬ 
ditional bail until October 3 at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Miss Youngs (24) and her 
boyfriend Kevin Chappie (then 
27) were in their Sherwood 
House flat, in Bush Fair, on May 
4, 2005 when the empty ground 
floor flat directly below was set 
ablaze. 

Both were pulled unconscious 
from the burning building by 
fire crews. Miss Youngs never 
regained consciousness and died 
two days later in hospital. Mr 
Chappie suffered severe brain 
damage and continues to need 
24-hour care.

Space jet that's

The world's first-ever high-tech 
aircraft able to take ordinary 
holidaymakers on trips into space 
has been unveiled. 

The high-altitude jet called White Knight Two Eve 
will carry a separate spacecraft holding two crew 
and six passengers out of the Earth's atmosphere 
before propelling it into orbit. 

More than 250 people have already paid a 
whopping £100,000 each to be among the first 
passengers to become space tourists. 

British billionaire Sir Richard Branson is the man 
behind the project and estimates the first trip could 
take place within the next 18 months. 

But first the aircraft must be thoroughly tested, a 


complicated process which will begin in the 
autumn. 

White Knight Two Eve will act as a mothership, 
designed to cradle SpaceShipTwo under one of its 
wings and then release it once it has reached a 
height of 15,240 metres. 

Once separated from the aircraft, SpaceShipTwo 
will fire its rockets and climb 100km above the 
Earth. 

However, engineers still need to finish building 
SpaceShipTwo, which is only three-quarters 
complete at the moment. 

The space adventure is one of a number of new 
trips that will soon be available for people with lots 
of money who want to experience the trip of a 
lifetime.

Hospital minimises food waste 


A POLICY of ‘waste not want not’ at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital 
has reaped rewards after it was found 
to bin less food per year than any other 
health institution in the region. 

PAH throws away only three per 
cent of meals served to its patients, 
making it the most efficient in the 
region and streets ahead of Ipswich 
Hospital, the worst offender with a 
staggering 14.7 per cent wastage. 

The figures came to light in an 
investigation by BBC Look East, 


which revealed that almost £lm worth 
of food is wasted by the region’s hos¬ 
pitals every year - enough money to 
pay for 50 extra nurses. 

A PAH spokesman welcomed the 
results as proof of the hospital’s com¬ 
mitment to improving food standards. 

“We have always taken the value of 
food seriously and we work very 
closely with dieticians to ensure that 
each patient gets the healthy, balanced 
diet they need during their stay with 
us,” he said.

HEALTH services in Harlow received a 
shot in the arm after a Government 
watchdog reported high levels of satis¬ 
faction among patients. 

The Healthcare Commission’s newly pub¬ 
lished Patient Survey Report has revealed 
that most patients using services provided 
by West Essex Primary Care Trust are happy 
with the care received from their local GP. 

The survey covered topics such as access to 
appointments, waiting times and patients’ rela¬ 
tionships with NHS staff. 

Almost 500 patients were questioned at prac¬ 
tices and health centres operated by West Essex 
Primary Care Trust, which includes all those 
within Harlow. The responses ranked the PCT 
‘satisfactory’ and among the intermediate 60 per 
cent of trusts. 

It fared especially well in the medicines and 
health promotion categories, with 92 per cent of 
patients satisfied with their own involvement in 
decisions about medication. The PCT was also 
ranked among the top performing 20 per cent of 
trusts when it comes to giving advice on exercise 
and healthy eating. 

Patients responded positively when asked 
about their experiences within the consultation 
room, with the vast majority saying they were 
treated with dignity by staff and had complete 
confidence in their doctors’ abilities. 

However, respondents did express dissatisfac¬ 
tion regarding communication with their surger¬ 
ies, with 46 per cent claiming to have experi¬ 
enced difficulty in getting through on the phone 
and 93 per cent saying they were not told how 
long they would have to wait to see their doctor 
on arrival.

Y OU could be 
forgiven for 
not recalling 
last month’s 
celebrations to mark 
the 60 th anniversary 
of the National 
Health Service. 

Other than a bit of glib 
political jostling between 
the reds and the blues

“We wanted to make a big 


deal about the 40th 
anniversary because, at that 
time, with Mrs Thatcher in 
Downing Street, we thought 
the future of the NHS was 
far from secure,” he said. 
“These days, thankfully, 
there seems to be more of a 
consensus that the NHS is a 
massively important 
institution, but I’m afraid to 
say that wasn’t the case 
with a lot of Tories back in 
the ’80s.” 

He added: “We went around 
the town with a big birthday 
card asking people to sign it 
if they valued their health 


“I also, somehow, managed 
to borrow a double-decker 
bus from the local bus 
garage to do a tour of the 
town - it was a bit easier to 
organise things like that in 
those days!”

Mounting an unusual show 


A SLICE of south-west sculpture comes 
to Harlow in the many and varied forms 
of a new exhibition. 

The Gibberd Gallery, in partnership with 
the Friends of Harlow Sculpture 
Collection, is presenting a showcase of 
sculpture and paintings by the Cornish 
artist Paul Mount. 

Each summer, the gallery profiles the 
work of artists who are represented in 
Harlow’s sculpture collection. 

This year’s exhibition celebrates the 
artist’s relationship with the town 
through his sculptural forms cast in iron 
and bronze or welded from stainless 
steel, as well as a handful of his recent 
abstract oil paintings. 

One of the first sculptures to be sited at 
the Gibberd Garden was a Paul Mount 


creation of interlocking forms in cast 
iron ( Interlock , 1979) commissioned by 
Sir Frederick Gibberd. 

The Gibberds then added to their Mount 
works with a stainless steel mobile 
called Gnossien (1979) and when the 
Harvey Centre was being designed in 
the 1970s, the Harlow Art Trust 
commissioned Mount to design a 
mobile for the central space, 
Gymnopedie (1981). 

More recently, Gymnopedie has been 
replaced by the sculptor’s Ecstasy 
(1972), which can be found in the Civic 
Centre reception. 

The exhibition is free and the gallery is 
open Monday-Friday from 9am-5pm 
and Saturdays 9am-noon. For more 
information, call (01279) 446438.

THE MUMMY: TOMB OF THE DRAGON 
EMPEROR

THE reckless tomb-raiders are 
back for more danger, treasure 
and adventure but this dire third 
effort in the inexplicably popular 
franchise is surely the final nail in 
The Mummy's coffin. 

Everyman action hero Brendan Fraser 
may have signed up for one last 
outing as intrepid explorer Rick 
O’Connell, but even his box office 
pulling power will struggle to 
convince cinemagoers that this ill- 
conceived mish-mash of frantic 
action, overt propaganda and 
misfired gags is worth a trip to the 
multiplex. 

Seemingly unable to avoid tussles with 
undead megalomaniacs, the O’Connell 
clan this time find themselves in China 
and facing the wrath of grumpy 2,000- 
year-old Emporer Han (Jet Li, hamming it 
up to the max). 

Cursed to spend eternity in suspended 
animation by a double-crossing sorceress 
(Michelle Yeoh), the so-called Dragon 
Emperor is stirred from his enforced 
slumber by Rick’s dashing son, dim- 
witted archaeologist Alex (Luke Ford), 
and is understandably a little grouchy. 

Hell-bent on destruction and determined 
to conquer the world, he calls on his vast, 
tourist-baiting Terracotta Army for 
support, putting young Alex in a bit of a 
pickle. 

But luckily for him, his parents just 
happen to be the world authority on 
stopping re-animated mummies from 
taking over the world and he duly calls 
them up for assistance in dealing with yet 
another maniacal monarch, with the 
intrepid family forced into a fraught race 
against time (as usual) that takes them 
from the ancient catacombs of China to 
the frozen expanses of The Himalayas. 

Somehow managing to turn the first-ever 
fully co-operative American/Chinese film 
into an overtly pro-US propaganda piece 
while making complex martial arts look 
as creative and dignified as a drunken 
pub brawl, director Rob Cohen certainly 
won’t be invited back to the Orient in a 
hurry, but no doubt he’ll be back behind 
the camera signing himself another 
cheque for the inevitable follow-up. 





SPACE CHIMPS

Proving themselves to be a poor man’s 
Pixar, Vanguard Animation unsuccessfully try 
to claim a slice of the lucrative CG pie for 
themselves with this uninspiring tale of 
chimps in spacesuits.

FANTASY BLACK CHANNEL 

Late Of The Pier (album, Zarcorp) 

Oh, no, not more predictable, generic nu rave-influenced synth 
rock! Well, no, because while that dog-eared genre is perhaps 
foremost of the many thrown into the mix here, Fantasy Black 
Channel is also one of the most innovative and daring albums to hit 
the shelves in some time.

Revolutionary grace under pressure 


CHILDREN OF GLORY 

(Lionsgate UK, 15, retail & rental) 

A compelling tale of love in the days of rage, this 
stirring and unashamedly nationalist drama from 
Hungary tells the story of 1956’s failed uprising 
against USSR control filtered through the lens of the 
Hungarian water polo team and the long-standing 
grudge against its Soviet rivals. 

The film opens with a typical game between the two, 
the dastardly Russian team cheating like mad and 
counting on partisan judges to ensure victory over the 
superior Hungarians. 

Hungarian captain Karcsi Szabo (Ivan Fenyo) cares 
only about competing in the forthcoming Melbourne 
Olympics, until he meets student activist Viki Falk 
(Kata Dobo) and is slowly politicised by her idealism 
and the swelling tide of nationalistic fervour which 
demands an end to the oppressive domination of the 
Soviet Union. 

When push comes to shove and he’s given a choice 
between sporting fame and armed uprising, he joins 
Viki on the barricades to fight for his country’s 
freedom. 

But after the victory is apparently won and he sets off 
for the games, Moscow shows it has other tricks up 
his sleeve and stages a counterattack, leaving Karcsi 
and his team to carry the flag for their nation’s 
independent spirit in a final, brutal game against the 
USSR. 

Films equating political upheaval with sporting 
endeavour often come a cropper and wind up 
trivialising the more important events in pursuit of 
freighting the trivial with dramatic immediacy, but 
director Krisztina Goda strikes just the right balance 
by using the internal politics of the water polo team 
as a microcosm of the broader debates dividing 
Hungary.

EDEN LOG 

(Momentum Pictures, 15, retail) 

An ambitious and minimalist piece of French science 
fiction, Eden Log is something of a breath of fresh air 
in a genre usually dominated by jaw-dropping 
spectacle at the expense of narrative intelligence or 
originality. 

Director/co-writer Franck Vestiel previous worked on 
the nerve-shredding urban thriller Them and brings a 
lot of that film’s claustrophobia to bear here, while 
pleasingly assuming attention and a degree of 
cognitive intelligence on the part of his audience. 

It opens with a man (Clovis Cornillac) waking naked, 
confused and amnesiac in a pool of mud at the 
bottom of a subterranean nightmare of tunnels and 
ruined technology. He hasn’t a clue what’s going on 
and neither have we, leaving both the watchers and 
the watched to piece it together for themselves as he 
struggles through the labyrinth of abandoned 
laboratories and occasionally stumbles across a clue 
as to what’s going on. 

Nearing the surface, he increasingly encounters 
veritable forests of plant roots growing down through 
the complex, evidence of a shadowy organisation 
called Eden Log and terrifying hostile mutants. 

At times, the relentless travelling through dark tunnels 
and surprise creature attacks make Eden Log play like 
an art house adaptation of the video game Doom 
stripped down to a palette of black, white and 



gunmetal-blues and, although it can sometimes seem 
a little too wilfully obscure, the man’s journey is 
amply rewarded with a finale both startling, 
devastating and eerily beautiful.

THE KOVAC BOX 

(DNC Entertainment, 15, retail & rental) 

Life comes to mimic art in this Spanish sci-fi mystery 
whose ambitions often outstrip its ability but which 
nevertheless has a few good ideas to chew on. 
Timothy Hutton stars as somewhat jaded sci-fi author 
David Norton, in Majorca for a genre fiction 
conference when his fiancee inexplicably leaps to her 
death from their hotel window after receiving a phone 
call. 

Several other equally unlikely defenestrations follow 
and Norton picks up with the foxy survivor of one of 
them to investigate events while he ponders how the 
string of deaths relates to elderly fan Frank Kovac 
(David Kelly) and his advocacy of the author’s earliest 
work Gloomy Sunday, a dystopian futuristic novel in 
which a paranoid government fits all newborns with 
microchips so it can order people to self-destruct if 
they become a problem in later life. 

The Kovac Box evidently wants to strike a 


Hitchcockian tone but its various meanderings test 
patience while Hutton’s lack of engaging charisma 
keep the pacing pretty flat.

A formulaic, contrived Hollywood thriller that’s 
nowhere near as clever as it likes to think, Vantage 
Point for a Rashomon- style structure in which 
multiple viewpoints of the same incident are 
assembled to reveal the whole picture. 

The US president (William Hurt) is the subject of an 
assassination attempt while visiting Spain but the 
truth of the incident only emerges when a secret 
service man (Dennis Quaid), a tourist (Forest 
Whitaker) and several others put their individual 
pieces together. 

The problem is, the film-makers pretty much cheat 
their audience as they constantly reset the clock to 
replay the fateful event over and over, holding back 
the key witnesses until the very end and then losing it 
completely by deciding to throw in a climactic and 
unnecessarily showy car chase.

As you're probably only too aware, our confidence 
and self esteem are very variable - more of a wavy 
line than a straight line. Some days we feel we 
could conquer the world and other days we just 
want to hide under the duvet! 

We can miss opportunities because we allow fear and 
self doubt to get in the way. We undermine our 
confidence by taking things too personally and by trying 
to second guess what others think of us. I love the 
phrase: "What you think of me is none of my business!" 
And Eleanor Roosevelt famously said: "No one can make 
you feel inferior without your permission." 

Why should someone else's opinion of you matter to you 
more than your own opinion of yourself? I'd like you to 
really think about this. 

Remember - people take us at our own face value. Other 
people will treat us the way that we expect and allow 
ourselves to be treated. True confidence stems from within 
and relies on high self esteem. When it comes to 
confidence, the most important relationship is the one we 
have with ourselves. 

LIMITING BELIEFS 

Many of us have some limiting beliefs which undermine 
our confidence, but once we notice them and challenge 
them, we can decide that it's time to let them go. Try the 
following exercise: 

Make a list of your limiting beliefs - for instance any 
statements that begin with words like: "I could never 

.", or "I'm too old, too young, not clever enough, not 

rich enough, not good enough..." etc. 

Now look at the list again and reframe these ideas. For 
each item listed, ask yourself if it's really true. What else 


could be true instead? What, specifically, do you want to 
be true instead? How can you start to make that happen? 
Most of us underestimate the power of our own thoughts. 
Many of us have inner "self talk" that is extremely critical 
of ourselves. Think about it - would you talk to a good 
friend the way you sometimes talk to, and about, 
yourself? Are you a kind, supportive, nurturing friend to 
yourself or are you sometimes your own worst enemy? 

AFFIRMATIONS 

Affirmations can be a really great tool in strengthening self 
belief because our brains can really only hold one thought 
at a time properly. Affirmations are a great way to defuse 
our negative self talk. So, what are the rules for powerful 
affirmations? Well, first of all they need to be stated in the 
first person: "I". Secondly, they need to be stated in the 
present tense, "I am" or "I have" as if they were already 
accomplished, not set at some point in the future . 

A very good source of powerful affirmations is Louise 
Hay's work. She's the best- selling author of "You Can Heal 
Your Life" and "The Power is Within You." 

ACKNOWLEDGE YOUR TALENTS AND 
GIFTS 

Here's another confidence boosting exercise for you to try: 
List 100 of your personal and professional achievements. 
This is no time to be shy - acknowledge your own talents 
and gifts. Don't underestimate anything. If you passed 
your driving test first time, put that down. List successful 
interviews, promotions and prizes. Record instances 
where you got out of your comfort zones. Perhaps it was 
travelling alone, hosting your first dinner party, stopping 
smoking, learning a language, learning to salsa dance, 


making a speech, influencing others...put everything 
down. 

Add new things as they happen in your life. Make it a 
habit to capture your successes in an achievements log. 
Reading this list from time to time will be a great 
confidence booster. 

THE TRAP OF PERFECTIONISM 

Being a perfectionist can be a way to avoid taking risks 
and getting out of your comfort zones. But staying safe 
can take a huge toll on the quality of your life and in the 
long run does nothing for your confidence. 

Remember, it's OK to make mistakes. Some of our most 
important learning comes through making mistakes. 
Indeed, it could be argued that if we never make any 
mistakes, we are not developing or growing. And 
remember to reward yourself for effort, not just for results. 
Give yourself a pat on the back. Don't wait for validation 
from "out there". Do it for yourself. 

TAKE ACTION! 

One of the most effective things you can do to boost your 
confidence is to take action! "Analysis paralysis" can be 
zapped by simply blasting through it and doing something 
to get off dead centre. 

It can be a small thing like doing one of the action steps 
on your to do list, or it can be a big thing, like applying for 
a new job. Taking action gives you a feeling of control.

R adically 

improving a car is 
relatively easy. 
Changing public 
perception is a whole 
different matter. 

Honda is in the process of 
repositioning itself from a 
commodity manufacturer to one 
whose products are a notch or 
two above the mainstream. 

That’s the aspiration at least, but 
while the products are all falling 
into place nicely, is the brand 
strong enough to sustain this 
premium approach? 

We asked some sample 
customers whether they thought 
our long-term Civic 2.2 i-CTDi 
held its own against typical 
premium rivals. 

Even as recently as four years 
ago, if asked to name the Civic’s 
rivals, anybody in the know 
would have identified cars such 
as the Ford Focus, Peugeot 307, 
Toyota Corolla and Renault 
Megane. It was only with the 
launch of the latest Accord in 
2002 that it became apparent that 
Honda was looking for bigger 
fish to fry. 

This car marked a departure 
from the company’s previous 
mainstream approach. When the 
sixth-generation Accord was 
launched, the reedy, rather two- 
dimensional feel of previous 
Accord models was consigned to 
history. Honda had built a 
heavyweight contender. 

In order to reinforce the 
premium feel, Honda ditched the 
budget engines, giving the 
Accord a heftier lead-in price 
than mainstream offerings. The 
fact that the 2.0-litre and 2.4-litre 
models were still much the same 
price as an equivalent Vectra or 
Mondeo was by the by. The seed 
was sown in the public’s mind 
that the Accord was a more 
prestigious piece of machinery. 
This groundwork is paying off 
with the Civic. Buoyed by a

series of highly acclaimed 
advertisements charged with 
building Honda’s brand 
recognition, the Civic is a far 
more radical proposition than 
the Accord and, as such, marked 
a real gamble on Honda’s part. 
Given that the average Civic 
buyer was well into their 40s 
prior to the introduction of the 
latest model, the adventurous 
styling ran the risk of alienating 
existing customers. 

In order to achieve its ends, 
Honda was willing to take those 
odds — and so far, the results are 
promising. 

The Civic petrol was the biggest 
retail seller in its category in 
February 2006, yet residual 
values remained strong. The 
retail sector is always an 
important indicator of a car’s 
relative desirability and the 
Civic had passed its first test. 

The acid test was whether 
company car user choosers who 
had the choice of a Honda, an 
Audi or a Golf would turn their 
back on the Vaterland. 

Status counts for a lot here. 
Company car buyers have 
traditionally valued brand 
equity, often favouring base 
models of premium brands over 
well-equipped mainstream 
alternatives. One only has to 
look at the rise in sales of 
compact executive models over 
traditional company fare like 
Mondeos, 407s and Vectras to see 
what Honda is up against. 

In 1996 this sector of the market 
accounted for 24.6 per cent of UK 
sales. By 2005 it had shrunk to 
just 17.5 per cent. Ford built half 
as many Mondeos in 2005 as it 
did as recently as 2001. These 
days, the BMW 3 Series outsells 
the Vauxhall Vectra and cars like 
the VW Passat and Audi A4 
register more sales than the 
Peugeot 407 or the Renault 


Laguna. Badge equity is vital 
and Honda still has some work to 
do. 

We interviewed a focus group of 
six owners who had either 
bought VW Golfs and Audi A3s 
privately or selected them as 
company cars. The aim was to 
discover whether they felt the 
Civic represented a viable 
alternative. 

All were impressed by the car’s 
innovation, the fact that it 
offered more equipment for the 
money and, surprisingly, that it 
was a better drive than their Golf 
or A3. 

Some experts have carped about 
the fact that the Civic has 
reverted to a torsion beam rear 
suspension from a fully- 
independent system, 
complaining that this is a 
retrograde engineering step 
given Honda’s technical acumen, 
but none of our target group 
complained about this. In fact, 
all but one of the respondents 
felt the Civic’s ride and handling 
to be superior to the German 


cars. It certainly trumps them 
for value for money If you’ve 
been granted a £20,000 budget, it’s 
not going to get a whole lot of 
Audi A3 diesel. The 1.9-litre 
engine is too old and rough to 
bother with and the only 2.0-litre 
option under the budget is the 
base model. 

With the same 138bhp power 
output as the Honda, you’ll have 
to live without the dual zone 
climate control, the refrigerated 
glove box, cruise control, rain¬ 
sensing wipers, front foglights, 
DVD sat nav and even something 
as basic as a stereo that plays CDs 
is extra. 

By contrast, a Civic 2.2 i-CTDi EX 
includes all this kit. You’ll even be 
able to specify the optional leather 
interior, panoramic glass roof and 
metallic paint and still get change 
from £20,000. 

It’s worth making the point, 
however, that the most 
unreconstructed badge snobs will 
drive around in a car as poorly 
appointed as a Bulgarian thrift 
store if the insignia on the front 


is right. 

That’s Honda’s challenge and the 
signs are it’s winning the battle. 
After a drive in our well-specified 
Civic, four of the six respondents 
reckoned they would choose 
Honda next time over their 
German alternative. 

One would never budge, feeling 
that, if anything, he was looking 
to trade up to a Mercedes or a 
BMW while the other was 
undecided and professed to know 
little about cars. 

This is a real factor. Many 
customers choose the German 
brands because they’re afraid of 
making what might be perceived 
as the ‘wrong’ buying decision 
among peers and, lacking in-depth 
product knowledge, plump for the 
safe option. 

If Honda can get potential 
customers into Civics, it’ll convert 
them to sales. The product speaks 
for itself. Where the challenge lies 
is in getting typical Audi and 
Volkswagen customers into a 
Honda dealership in the first 
instance.
